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Upland students chose to 
spend time modeling rockets, 
designing a shopping center 
and working with computers 
instead of sitting home this 
summer. 

Traditionally a time when 
most children want to put all 
thoughts of school in the 
backs of their mind and just 
have fun, summer is 
becoming a period when 
students can go beyond what 
they’ve studied in their 
regular classrooms. 

About 1,000 Upland 
students have opted for that 
this summer. 

Summer school doesn’t 
even have the same name. 
Officials now call the two 
two-week sessions a summer 


enrichment program. 

“Building for the 
Future...Summer School 85”’ 
activities have centered this 
year around the Montclair 
Plaza. Classroom instruction 
in academics has been 
combined with visits to the 
shopping center, giving 
students an opportunity to 
incorporate what they’ve 
learned into practical 
experience. 

The Montclair Plaza, in 
conjunction with Herbert C. 
Brown Inc., plaza general 
contractors, and Homart 
Development Co. gave 
students an opportunity to 
see current expansion work 
being done at the center. 

Visits to the plaza 


demonstrated how skills 
learned in school can be 
applied to activities and 
construction projects. 

“This the second year the 
district has conducted a 
summer program. This is the 
first time we have involved 
the plaza,” said Mollie Meng, 
summer school coordinator. 

State funding cutbacks in 
the early 1970s caused the 
cancellation of summer 
school programs in Upland 
but after an approximately 10- 
year lapse, the program was 
begun again last year. 

Students in grades three 
through seven in the Upland 
School District took three 
courses daily. They gota 
chance to work with 


‘computers; plan an original 
--mall; cover the grand opening 


of the plaza as a newspaper 
reporter; and create a store 
front and an opening-day 
poster. 

Instruction was given in 
the fields of computer 
science, math, language.arts, 
fine arts, lab science and 
social studies. 

Some of the classes 
reinforcedconcepts students 
learned during the regular 
school year, while others 
gave them the opportunity to 
try something totally 
different, Meng said. 

“We wanted to emphasize 
to the students that we 
wanted them to have fun,” 
the summer school 


coordinator said. 

“The Upland School 
District has taken the 
direction toward an 
enrichment program rather 
than a remedial one,” she 
said. ‘‘Why concentrate an 
entire 10 months on the 
basics, and this school 
district does, and then have 
four weeks of the same thing. 
We wanted the students to 
have more exciting activities 
where they could have fun.” 

Grade levels were mixed to 
allow students to interact. 
Students also were allowed 
to choose their own classes. 
“This gave them more leeway 
and allowed them to take the 
classes they wanted,” Meng 
said. 0

She stops in about once a 
week, and learned while 
“visiting” over coffee that both 
she and Billington share an 
interest in thimbles. 

“It’s such a friendly cheery 
place,”’ she said. 

Another long time customer, 
Mrs. Isal Marker, said she 
thinks Billington and Helmick 
are super. 


“They make the best 
hamburgers in the country,” 
she said. “They are delightful 
people and the food is good 
and reasonable too.” 

Most of their customers are 
regulars, some of them have 






been around as long as 
Billington. 

“We have a dentist who has 
a cheeseburger every day,” 
Billington said. ‘‘“When we 
closed two weeks last May for 
a vacation ... 

“He asked us to cook upa 
batch of cheeseburgers and 
leave them at the door,” the 
two women said together. 

Billington starts the day at 7 
a.m., preparing the homemade 
soups, meatloaf and roasts for 
sandwich makings. 

Helmick’s parents own the 
Village Sandwich Shop, and 
began her career. ‘‘When | met 
her she was just a shy, little 
girl,” but after working in the 
shop “she just opened up,” 
Billington said. 

Billington and Helmick know 
a lot of their regular customers 
by name. If they don’t, they 
make up nicknames for them. 

“We call this one lady Sexy, 
because she always has this 
little lock of hair falling on her 
forehead and she always sits 
by aman,” Helmick said. 


Another woman they call the 
Chicken Lady because she 
works on a chicken farm. 
“Then there is May/December, 
the couple of a young wife and 
older husband,” Helmick said. 

One of their former 
customers was an older couple 
who walked to the restuarant 


together on canes. ‘‘They used 
to bring us flowers, sometimes 
twice a week,” Billington said. 

When Hemlick’s parents 
bought the restaurant, 
Billington said, she “just went 
along like one of the old 
fixtures.” 

The two women work side- 
by-side, taking orders and 
fixing sandwiches. “We've 
never had a knock-down, drag- 
out” fight, Billington said. 

“There’s never been a reason 
to” fight, Helmick said. She’s 
worked at the sandwich shop 
since her parents bought it, 11 
years ago. 

“l really enjoy the work,” 
Helmick said. The only other 
career she’d like is to play on 
the California Angels baseball 
team, of which she is an avid 
fan. 

Work is not always easy for 
the two women if the place is 
full of hungry customers. They 
are the only two employees 
and serve as both waitresses 
and cooks. 

“We do the best we can,” 
Billington said, and if service is 
a little slow their customers 
“seem to understand.” Both 
Billington and Helmick said 
their customers are “really 
nice.” 

“We joke with most of them, 
and they’re more friendly since 
we've gotten to know them,”

An 18-foot-tall wall erected 
behind the home of a Rancho 
Cucamonga electrician has 
resulted in the electrician 
considering legal action to 
restore the view obscured by the 
block wall. 

John Hamilton was planning 
to build a swimming pool in back 
of his $150,000 Heliman Avenue 
house until the “Great Wall of 
China’ went up about three 
weeks ago behind his house. 

The “Great Wall of China” is 
the way Hamilton refers to an 18- 
foot-tall block wall built in a way 
that Hamilton claims blocks his 
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18-foot wall gives neighbor a blocked view 


Hamilton said the meeting did 
not satisfy him and he has 
turned the case over to Upland 
Attorney Richard Anderson, who 
is also Upland’s mayor. 

“Vm not suit-happy. I’ve never 
sued anyone before. But | plan to 
do whatever | have to legally to 
get that wall reduced to six 
feet,” said the electrician who 
works for his father’s Rancho 
Cucamonga electric contracting 
company. 

Approximately 120 feet from 
Hamilton’s property line, the wall 
has been backfilled with dirt on 
the other side so that it appears 
six feet tall where it faces 
Christensen’s 88-unit fourplex 
development project. 

Hamilton said that even from 
























his house’s second-story sun 
deck the view of the mountains 
and the hill that used to be 
nearby is obstructed. 

He worries that children will 


climb on the wall and fall off the 
taller side. He also foresees the 


block wall becoming a canvas 
for graffiti artists. Already, he 
said, the wall has proven a great 
reflector of noise from trains 
that pass between it and 
Hamilton’s house. 

Hamilton said Rancho 
Cucamonga City Manager 
Lauren Wasserman was upset - 
when he first learned of the 
existence of an 18-foot wall but 
later appeared to take the 
position that nothing could be

back yard’s view of the San 
Gabriel Mountains and nearby 
hills. 

Now Hamilton is thinking of 
selling his house and its one- 
acre lot or going to court to 
force the wall down to a height 
of no more than six feet. 

The developer who built the 
wall three weeks ago, Terry 
Christensen of TAC 
Development Corp., has offered 
to install landscaping at the wall, 
including bushes that would 
cover its surface. Hamilton said 
he was told that Christensen has 
invested $100,000 in building the 
wall. 

Christensen added that the 
wall received the approval of the 
planning commission so he does 
not plan its removal. 

“It’s physically impossible to 
remove it,” he said. ‘‘The wall 
was engineered before we had 
the property so we sort of 
inherited the problem if there is 
a problem. | don’t see where we 
did anything wrong.” 

In ameeting between 
Hamilton, Christensen and city 
planners Friday afternoon, the 
city officials told Hamilton that 
the wall is legal and that 
landscaping appears to be the 
only solution.

Rocketry? Summer school 
didn’t used to be like this. 


“Here we go with Cape 
Canaveral or Cape Kennedy ail 
‘over again,” teacher Jan Christ 
said to acontingent of Upland 
summer school students and 
parents during a rocketry 
blastoff finale at Magnolia 
School. 


After two weeks of study and 
classroom instruction students 
finally got a chance to practice 
the principles they’ve learned. 


Students, in pairs, walked up 
to the launch pad and attached 
their hand-assembled rockets. 


With a turn of the ignition key, 
the foot-long projectiles were 
launched. Swoosh. Then a 
stream of white smoke and the 
rockets, riding on parachutes, 
floated gently to the ground.

“We had 100 percent liftoff.

District administrators 
trimmed about $40,000 off the 
mark before the workshop by 
cutting out some capital outlay 
and maintenance projects,

according to Superintendent 
George Renworth. 

The move, though, was 
neutralized because the district 
is hiring an additional teacher to 
handle anticipated growth at 
Magnolia School’s day care 
center this year, he said. 

The projected deficit also 
doesn’t include any possible 
personnel salary increases. If 
salary increases are considered, 
the deficit grows, Renworth said. 

The Upland Teachers 
Association is seeking a 12 
percent pay raise and the 
California School Employees 
Association wants a 12.5 percent 
raise. 

The board has countered both 
offers with a 3 percent hike for 
both groups. About $12.5 million 
of the proposed $15.8 million 
budget is for employee salaries 
and benefits. 

The final budget hearing is 
scheduled Sept. 3 at 5 p.m. in 
the Upland Junior High School 
library on east 11th Street.

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CAC approves concept of psy

A Washington D.C. company 
is proposing to build an 80-bed 
psychiatric hospital in Rancho 
Cucamonga as part of the 
Chaffey Memorial Hospital 
construction project. 

Representatives of Psychiatric 
Institutes of America (PIA) were 
in town last week plugging the 
$10 million project, which is the 
second of its kind proposed by 
developers in as many months. 

Rancho Cucamonga’s 
Community Advisory 
Commission gave its support 
last week to the “concept” of 
allowing PIA to build the 
hospital on the grounds of 
Chaffey Memorial Hospital. 

The resolution was approved 
by a 9-1-1 vote, with 
Commissioner Patricia Gearhart 
voting ‘“‘no” and commissioner 
Jim Banks abstaining. 

Gearhart, who works in the 
mental health field, said she did 
not think the proposed six beds 
that can be locked off from the 
remaining 74 beds was 
adequate. 

She said the psychiatric 


hospital at San Antonio 
Community Hospital has 12 of 
its 48 beds in a ward that can be 
locked off from the rest of the 
facility. 

Other commissioners said 
they have questions about the 
facility’s security but most 
recognized the need fora 
psychiatric hospital in Rancho 
Cucamonga. 

“There is a definite need,” 
said Commissioner Salley Riehn. 
‘“‘Erom 80 beds to 60 beds, 
whatever, we need the beds.” 


Last month representatives of 
Continental Care Inc. were 
unsuccessful in convincing the 
city council to help finance a 
190-bed mental health facility to 
be built at the corner of White 
Oak and Elm avenues in the 
Rancho Cucamonga Business 
Park. 

Although the council turned 
down the request to issue bonds 
for the project, representatives 
of Continental said they would 
go ahead with developing the 
project.

Diego consultant working for 
PIA, told the commission that 
the heavy growth of the West 
Valley and the limited number of 
psychiatric treatment beds in the 
area mean that many patients 
are going to Los Angeles County 
for treatment. She said 80 beds 
has applied already to the state 
for acertificate of need for the 
facility. 

The company already operates 
26 other psychiatric facilities in 
the United States, according to 
John Packard, National Medical 
Enterprises project manager for 
Chaffey Memorial Hospital. 

Mallinger said that the 56,700- 
square-foot psychiatric facility 
would have 30 beds for 
adolescent patients and 50 for 
adults. There would be two or 
three staff people for each 
patient, she said. 


The most prevalent adolescent 
cases are expected to be people 
suffering from depression, 
problems dealing with situations

Rancho Cucamonga sheriff’s 
deputies are cracking down on 
traffic violations in an effortto 
reduce vehicle accidents in the 
city; authorities said. 


Sheriff’s deputies hope to 
combat the rising number of 
traffic collisions through 
selective enforcement and 
public awareness, said Capt. 
John Futscher of the sheriff’s 
Rancho Cucamonga substation. 


Right-of-way violations, with 
excessive speed as an 
associating factor, is the most 
common cause for traffic 
accidents in the city, he said. 

Most of the mishaps are 
occurring at the major 
intersections of Foothill 
Boulevard and Vineyard Avenue, 
Base Line Road and Carnelian

Upland revenue bonds 
for apartments denied 
by housing authority

G.H. Palmer is the first 
developer to have his request for 
an industrial revenue bond 
inducement resolution denied by 
the Upland Housing Authority. 

Authority commissioners 
refused to sponsor the project it 
would not improve the city’s low- 
to-moderate-income rental 
market. 

The authority has been 
approached four times in the 
past two months by developers 
seeking the board’s 
endorsement for multifamily 
revenue bonds. 

Three previous requests have 
been approved because 
commissioners said the projects 
would create more opportunity 
for low- to-moderate-income 
families to find places to live in 
Upland. 

Inducement resolutions are 
the first step in a series to 
secure bonds. 

Board Chairman Catherine 
Marshall cautioned developers 
that she thought the authority 
would not simply grant bond 
inducement resolutions with a 
“rubber stamp.” Her prediction 
came true. 

G.H. Palmer and Associates, 
doing business as Upland 
Village Green, asked the 
authority to grant it $8.4 million 
in industrial revenue bonds for a 
186-apartment rental project at 
Chaffee Street and Grove 
Avenue. 


The city council already ‘ 


approved an inducement 
resolution for the project. But a 
state-imposed cap on the 
amount of issues cities and 
counties can grant has been met 
this year. 


The state restriction forced 
G.H. Palmer to seek authority 
approval if it wanted 
governmental help securing low- 
interest tax-exempt bonds. 

The developer already has 
begun the project and authority 
commissioners were concerned 
about the size of the apartments, 
according to Authority Executive 
Director Xenia Szabo. 

“I think the reason the board 
of commissicners denied the 
project was because it already 
has been approved by city 
planners and the units would be 
too small,” Szabo said. “The 
board felt that the project would 
not necessarily improve the area 
and the rents would not be 
reasonable for low- to-moderate- 
income families considering the 
size of the units.” 

The council was scheduled to 
approve the authority’s granting 
of a bond resolution. City 
Attorney Don Maroney, though, 
informed the board the authority 
had dismissed the matter earlier 
in the day and the council didn’t 
need to act. 

Szabo has said the board will 
look at all developers’ proposals 
but consideration will be given 
to whether the projects will 
directly aid Upland’s low- to 
moderate-income housing 
program. 

As a provision to obtaining 
authority bond approval, 
developers must promise to set 
aside a minimum of 20 percent 
of a proposed project for low-to- 
moderate-income renters. 

To date the authority has 
approved separate bond 


inducement resolutions for two 


Matreyek Homes Inc. projects in 
northeast Upland and a 
Strattham Group project on 
Ninth Street.

new residents in the area and 
the rapid growth in industry.

A decision on a proposed 79.5- 
acre research/office complex on 
the outskirts of Upland has been 
postponed for a third time. 

Claremont planners now are 
concerned about possible 
groundwater problems. 

In the meantime, Claremont 
Facilities Corp.’s construction 
timetable for the project fell 
further behind. 

World Vision, the international 
humanitarian organization, is 
expected to be the first tenant 
by the end of 1987 if the 
developer wins Clarémont 
planners’ approval. 

Consulting engineers Tuesday 
told the Claremont Planning 
Commission that building the 
project on the abandoned quarry 
site could cause groundwater 
problems and flooding. 

The commission directed the 
consultants to study the matter 
further. The item will be brought 
up again at the Sept. 5 
commission meeting. 

“We went to the meeting 
hoping for a decision,” said Dick 
Watson, Claremont Facilities 
Corp.’s public relations manager. 
“The project is being set back. 
We have companies and 
developers interested in the area 
and that interest won’t last 
forever. CFC wants to work with 
the city to ensure a good 
project.” 

Watson said the company has 
received “expressions of 
support from key members of 
the community” as well as 
planning commission members. 

The project is being proposed 
for acreage located in Claremont 
and unincorporated San 
Bernardino County area off

Facilities pay for the portion of 
improvements directly related its 
project and not the entire bill. 

Claremont Facilities has 
offered to pay for some of the 
road’s engineering studies. It 
also offered to explore the 
possibilities of securing state 
funds for the road project, he 
said.
